Diphtheria has broken out in' 
Cayley district with three cases 
developing in one household, the 
latest la^t Wednesday. Parents 
are urged to have their children 
immunized against diphtheria. 
Regular clinics are held at the 
Health Unit office on Thursday af¬ 
ternoons and Saturday mornings. 
There are also clinics in each town 
with schools in each district noti¬ 
fied on the clinic time. 

Diphtheria spreads rapidly from 
one person to another, with young 
children most susceptible. Toxoid 
protects children against taking 
the disease, and is usually given in 
three small doses, about three 
weeks apart. It is not a treatment 
for persons sick with diphtheria, 
but acts as a resistant.

Blackie Loses 
Garage By Fire 


Early Thursday morning, Black¬ 
ie residents were aroused by the 
fire alarm and before more than 
a few coqld get out, fire had made 
fast headway toward destroying 
the Southgate garage: The local 
fire apparatus was on the scene, 
but found to be useless as the fire 
had already spread throughout the 
building. However, good work was 
done by the fire department men, 
in saving the power and telephone 
poles which were burning within 
a few feet of the side of the gar¬ 
age. Wires were scorched, but no 
poles fell. Within an hour, the en¬ 
tire garage building was burned 
to the ground. Some merchandise 
was sved from the office nd car¬ 
ried to safety by helpers. 

In the garage at the time were 
a truck belonging to Jay Bucher, 
Mr. Southgate’s passenger ear, 
cars belonging to Win. Farrell and 
Ted Seney, a truck belonging to 
Tbm Green and a school van be¬ 
longing to Mr. Southgate. The 
Bucher tru^k and Southgate car 
were pulled to a safe place, but 
the Farrell and Soncy cars, in 
course of repair, were just outside 
the building, but were moved away 
in time to be saved. 

This is Mr. Southgate’s third 
fire, each time his business being 
wiped out. The firat fire was at 
Fnsign and the second nt Blackie 
several years ago. Ernie has al¬ 
ways had the courage to start ov¬ 
er again and this time will be no 
exception, if he can possibly do so.'

Canadian vs, 

U.S.A. Taxation 

Personal income tax cuts in the 
netv U.S. tax bill have to be trans^ 
lated into percentages for easy 
comparison with Canada’s flat 
16% reduction in all personal in¬ 
come taxes. Expressing new U.S. 
tax rates first as a percentage of 
old rates, then as a percentage of 
income, a Financial Post survey 
reveals that: 

1. U.S. reductions are great¬ 
er than Canadian in the lower in¬ 
come brackets. 

2. Marriage and dependents 
bring even greater relief, percen- 
tage-wisagthan irr Canada. 

3. Americans earning over $10- 
000 don't get as good a break as 
the 16% cut for Canadians in the 
same income bracket. 

4. U.S. tax^s are still heavier 
than Canadian in some of the%ow- 
er income brackets, substantially 
lighter than .Canadians in middle 
and higher'groups. 

One qualification to the com¬ 
parison is that sqme states still 
levy income taxes. For these 
states the comparison would noi 
united.'

greater assistance by the general public which is 
so intimately concerned with the whole question of 
ti arbor shortage, and good teaching standards.. * 

Alberta teachers at the same timre, in convention 
over the province, again reiterated the necessity of 
higher salaries if a high tjpo of teacher is to be 
reta’ined in the profession. They also discussed at 
considerable length the inadequacy of the present 
pi Psion .system. . The present pension provides for 
a maximum of $30 monthly payable after reaching 
the "age of 65 years. This, it is claimed, is but a 
fraction in comparison with other teachers’ pension 
schemes effective-through Canada and the Britisn 
Commonwealth. Under the present scheme, accord¬ 
ing to J. W. Barnett, secretary of the A.T.A., the 
province pays $2 per month for each year of service. 
The balance requiral to make up the $20 is contrib¬ 
uted from the A.T.A. reserve fund which is made 
up of ('eductions taken from teachers’ salaries. It 
will be granted that $20. a month contributory pen- 
sum is not a lavish prospect after a lifetime of pub¬ 
lic service. It is niggardly in comparison with most 
pension schemes. It is* small inducement to making 
a lifework of the profession. 

An editorial in the A.T.A. says; “There is a bitter 
sense of grievance because in a province where sur¬ 
plus wealth is abundant, teachers are told that there 
is not the wherewithal to finance a reasonable stand¬ 
ard of education for all, nor provide a respectable 
standard of living for those,required to nurture the 
mind of the-young adolescent, the future .citizen of 
the province. When teachers seek better homes for 
themselves, better schools and better equipment for 
their pupils; when they seek release frpm^the pros¬ 
pect of penury upon retirement they are asked 
‘Where is the money coming from?.’ This explains

Board, your sccretary- 
tre surer of the municipality or 
your-, district agriculturist. 

Since most of the land, that is 
subject to wind. erosion is in the 
drier parts of this province, the 
following mixture is " recommend- 
cd; twff pounds of alfalfa to-which 
has been added the'nitrifying bac¬ 
teria, four pounds of brome grass 
and four pounds o f Cr e st ed wheat 
grass. While seeding this mixture 
the seed must be constantly mixed 
because the alfalfa seed is small 
and round and will run to the bot¬ 
tom of the seed box and will all be 
seeded in one part of the field.. 
The nitrifying bacteria placed on 
tlie alfalfa seed will attach itself to 
the young roots of these plants 
and- form nodules largely compos- 
• ed of nitrogen. Bronie ’grass has a 
creeping root and will tend to fill 
up any thin or harp" places in the 
field; Crested Wheat grass lias a 
strong fibrous root that firmly 
binds the soil. This grass during a 
dry spell of weather majr appear 
dead but Immediately after a rain 
it g^ws green and luscious. 

By- reseeding part *of our farm 
to such a mixture we will have a 
hay crop to maiket. If we do not 
v rsh to sell this hay, cattle can 
wintered for some rancher or if a 
farmer has had sufficient exper¬ 
ience he can fatten cattle himself. 
By having the'extra cattle'on th$ 
farm it wilfTnean more water sup¬ 
plies, etc., hut it will distribute tlie 
t farm labor more uniformly.‘Don’t 
forget to reseed tlie valley on the 
farhi because these may erode 
Vy ith spring run-off. 

In the irrigated scct'ons of my 
territory the -above mi: ’.are will 
help to give some re-urn on land 
tiiat is troubled with seepage.

TJBGENT trustees’‘conventions and teachers’ con- 
vent ons have brought out certain rankling is¬ 
sues which centre on money, and what are-the sen¬ 
ior governments going to do about it? The trustees 
are directly concerned with the employment of 
tjeachers and they can have' no quarrel with the ef¬ 
forts to raise salaries to a standard copimensurate 
with the responsibilities and dignity of the profes¬ 
sion. But they claim that the great burden of edu¬ 
cation rests upon real property and this source of 
funds is already over-taxed. *The president of the 
Alberta Trustees’ Association has said that 'Alberta 
is short both of finance and,teachers. The govern¬ 
ment has repeatedly been urged to meet 50% of the 
costs of education butc without result. Although pro-- 
vincial revenue has almost doubled in the past 45 
years, the amount spent on education is still rela¬ 
tively small. He instanced Ontario, Saskatchewan 
and B.C. as carrying between 40% and 50% of the 
costs of elementary and secondary education from 
general revenue while Alberta lags behinds with less 
than 25% contribution. He felt that both federal

Making the Come-Back—Voca¬ 
tional Training and Rehabilitation 
assistance have been'given to near¬ 
ly a hundred patients or ex-pa- 
tients. Of these, about 50 were 
financed for tuition in special tech¬ 
nical courses, .and maintenance 
was supplied for most, while 
studying, though some take^the 
courses by correspondence while 
still “on the cure.” Advice, coun¬ 
sel and help in finding positions 
have been given to about 45 ex- 
patients. Seals pay the whole 
cost. 

Work for Idle Hands—Occupa- 
t onal therapy in sanatoria was 
initiated by the Associations, 
which pay a large part of the cost 
including all tools, equipment and 
supplies. No profit is made by 
anyone but the patients, who ara 
thus enabled to eain the odd dol¬ 
lar making popular, saleable arti 
eies. Therapeutic value of this 
work is high. All articles are ster¬ 
ilized and sold for the patients. 

Transportation expenses are 
paid by us, for any indigent pa-' 
tient in any part of the province 
to n -arest X-ray facilities, if any 
doctor or public health nurse re¬ 
quests it in order to check up on a 
suspected king condition. 

' Transportation expenses are 
paid by ufe, for any public health 
nurse who is required to call on

The farmers of Alberta have 
made a unique record during the 
past five years and good farm 
management has been extremely 
important.

“Comfort' Funds” are maintain¬ 
ed 4)y uSj and administered by San 
officials, ‘ out of which necessities 
may he bought for patients who 
have no money. 

Books for patients’ libraries are 
bought from time to time. 

Vitamines and Calories—Extra 
food, milk, cod liver oil or other 
necessities are provided for fam¬ 
ilies of tuberculous people, *in cas¬ 
es brought to our attention there 
is an obvious need, and relief al- 
lowtmctts are not sufficient. 

Full-Time clinics are maintain¬ 
ed in Calgary and in Edmonton. 

Local Health Units are subsidiz¬ 
ed in other places, as in Leth¬ 
bridge, where the Nursing Mission 
looks after tuberculosis work for 
a large district. 

Chest X-Rays are paid for in 
some districts, on doctors’.-re¬ 
quests. 

Aftef-Care—At some points, 
Christmas Seal funds pay for spec 
ial treatments, such as pneumo¬ 
thorax. 

Educational program is vigor¬ 
ously carried on, through newspa¬ 
pers, the radio, schools, etc. 

Public addresses dealing with 
the fight against T.B. are deliv¬ 
ered to many service clubs and 
other groups. 

The educational program is con¬ 
stantly expanding, and will soon 
include movies for showing to lo¬ 
cal groups, schools, etc. 

Tuberculin testing of school pu¬ 
pils is carried on in many com¬ 
munities, paid for by Christmas' 
Seals. 

Hospital Admissions—There is 
conclusive evidence that many 
pefipl^admitted to hospitals for 
other4Ponditions have T-B and 
don’t know it. 

The Associations have offered 
$.7,000 to two large hospitals to 
help pay the cost of giving^ chest 
X-ray to all parents for a three 
month test. 

If the offer is accepted and the 
need proved, the Associations •will 
consider extending assistance to 
more hospitals, and will continue 
to press for ( routine chest X-ray 
of all admissions.

F.U. recognize that the greatest 
strength would be given the Cana¬ 
dian Federation of Agriculture 
through a solidly united front in 
Alberta.

3. The direct membership or- 
gani m ion to elect the majority of 
the board of -directors. . 

4. To provide for a women’s or¬ 
ganization. r 

5- To provide for a junior sec¬ 
tion. ■ 

6. The organization to be non¬ 
political.
